Military a Necessity. 

The presence of mlitia or of United States 
goldiers from Fort Sheridan is requisite to 
open the Rock Island line and keep it open. 
The strikers have no more respect for the 
authority of the deputy sheriffs and mar- 
shals than they have for the railroad prop- 
erty or the officials of the company who 
have been here all day trying, to get trains 
moved. 

United States Marshal. Arnold proceeded 
to Blue Irland early this evening and serv- 
ed notice on the strike leaders of the in- 
junction granted by the federal court. The 
news quickly spread among the men, and 
Since it has become generally known, af- 
fairs at Blue Island are much more quiet. 

No attempts have been miade by the rail- 
road up to 8:45 o’clock p. m. to move 
trains, but it is thought that an attempt 
will be made before long. 

Packing Houses Shut Down. 

AS a result of the general tie-up of the 
stockyards-railroads, 6,000 men‘ and 400 girls 
employed in the big packing houses were 
laid off this morning, During the early 
morning the Burlington road succeeded in 
bringing ir five trains of live stock, each 
train containing thirty cars. The receipts for 
live stock at 9 o’clock were 8,000 cattle, 
9,000 hogs and about 2,000 sheep, and these 
were killed today for focal consumption. 

(0 coal has been receivéd at the stock yards 
since last Thursday, and orders. were issued 

his morning for a general clean up prepara- 
tory to shutting down the packing houses 
tonight. | 

At noon 7,000 more employes of the pack- 
ing houses were laid off, ‘making fully 80 
per cent of the employes now out. There 
is nothing for them to do, and the houses 
have shut down indefinitely. 

The report telegraphed from DesMoines, 
Ia., that General Master Workman’ Sover- 
eign, of the Knights of Liabor, had ordered 
all employes of the stock yards’ to strike . 
this morning, is laughed at by the officials 
of this district. None of the 20,000 employes , 
‘are organized or belong to any labor organi- 
Zation, and it is doubtful if they would 
strike, as the whole plant will close tonight. 

~The Burlington road has, 463 cars of live 
Stock on the road between Chicago and 
Galesburg, and the Rock Island has 20,000 
head of live stock in pasturage at Genesseo, 
Ill. The Northewestern road reports having 
8,000 head in pasturage a fow miles east 
of Clinten. 

A Strike on the “L" 

The three night crews of firemen on the 
Lake Street “L’’ went out at. midnight. 
This means’ practically a tie up’ for the 
road, as the firemen are members of the 
American Railway Union and the ‘engineers 
are brotherhodd men.

United States Marshal Arnold telegraph- 
ed this morning from Blue Island, on the 
Rock Island road, to Attorney General Ol- 
ney, at Washington, saying that the largest 
force he could command would be inade- 
quate to cope with the situation there 
and asking him to request the secretary of 
war to issue orders for the troops at Fort 
Sheridan to move on the seene of trouble, 
Marshal Arnold also sent a dispatch to 
District Attorney Milchrist telling him 
what he had done and asking him to 
back up the request for troops. Milchrist 
sent the desired telegram, and another of 
like import was sent to the attorney gen- 
eral by the lawyers: for the railroad com- 
panies. 

Calling for Policemen. 

Chief of "Police Brennan had calls from 
the Generali Managers’ Association early 
this morning for men to be sent to the 
Eastern Illinois railroad, at Thirty-fourth 
street, and for the Lake Shore road, at Root 
street. The details were made as requested. 
- Mr. Brennan said emphatically, this morn- 
ing, that any one within the city limits 
who wanted to work would be accorded 
_ police protection against the strikers. The 
‘ police department has fully 1,600 men de- 
tailed for squad duty at depots, freight- 
house crossings and switching points. 

Chief Brennan said that the reports of 
tearing up tracks in various parts of the 
city had been thoroughly investigated, but 
did not turn out to be true. He received 
trequent word from his subordinates that 
the tracks and crossings were well patrolled 


-and that no violence was being attempted.

What President Debs Says. 

“The National Association of Street Rail- 
way Employes wired us that it will do 
everything possible to help us,’’ said Presi- 
dent Debs today. ‘“‘The presffient of the 
Seamen’s Union came here today and re- 
ported that his organization was perfectly 
willing to obey an order for a walk-out. 
A committee of the Standard Oil employes 
in this city als¢ came to us. They stand 
ready to quit work. The Trade and Labor 
Assembly of Chicago has given us assur- 


ance that it will order a general strike at. 


our request. This would paralyze the indus- 
tries of the town, but we have no intention 
of doing such a thing. Just as long as we 
can, we shall confine this fight to the rail- 
roads. This forenoon I issued an order 
tying up the remainder of the Denver and 
Rio Grande system. This was in response 
to urgent entreaties from Colorgdo. The 
Rito Grande is now crippled from A to Z. 
We feel encouraged at the outlook today, 
and shall fight on with renewed hope and 
confidence in our ultimate victory.” 

Mr. Debs’s attention was called to the 
rumors that have been in Ciroulation for 
the past two days to the effect that nego- 
tiations looking~“to a settlement of the 
strike were being conducted between .him- 
self and Mr. Studebaker, fot the Pullman 


company, he declined to answer the direct 


question, but consented to outline the termis 
upon which the officers of the union would 
settle the strike. 


“First,” he‘said, “we will settle with the 


Pullman company upon any ternis that the 


employes of the company may desire. ‘We 
will settle with the railroads on the ‘condi- 
tion that they restore their striking em- 
ployes to their former places. We want the 
settlement to take place ‘with all the corpor- 
ations at once, »yhowever. This is a general 
fight between employes: and corporations. 
The middle people and the working people 
are with us. I have telegrams from the 
‘master workmen of ‘the Knights of Labor 
and the president of the Street Railway 
Employers’ Association, in which they offer 
to strike. ‘The labor organizations of the 
city are practically all with us, I may say, 
however, that for the present I do not in- 
‘tend to strike beyond the railroads, But, 
in time, we will tle up the industries of 
the city if the corporations we are fighting 
do not settle with us on 4 proper basis.”’

morrow. Two committees of the Ameri- 
can Railway Union are now in the efty, 
and it is believed among railroad men that 
a strike will be ordered on as many as 
four roads tomorrow. No perishable goods 
are reeeived heré or at any point south of 
Fort Worth. 

The Vanderbilt to Be Tied Up. 

Cieveland, O., July 2.—President Debs has 
ordered the Vanderbilt roads, the . Lake 
Shore and the Big Four, tied up at this 
point, but it will not occur until after a 
meeting to be held Thursday night. One 
lodge of the union held a meeting tonight 
to discuss the order and then decided to 
await the action of two other local lodges 
before obeying. 

Were Taken Back Again. 

Newark, O., July 2.—One hundred and 
twenty-five shopmen, trackmen and freight 
handlers who~-struck at Chicago Junction, 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad Sunday 
at noon, this afternoon asked to be re- 
turned to work and their request, with one 
or two exceptions, was granted. 

° Off for Los Angeles. ; 

San Francisco, July 2.—The First regi- 
inent, United States infantry, left Oakland 
Mole on a special train for Los Angeles. 
They will be joined at Pdrt Costa by Com- 
pany G. The Call states that 250. United 
States soldiers will leave some time to- 
night on the steamer Modoc. 


Midnight Meeting in Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, O., July 2.—Two thousand 
railroaders are in session at midnight.

Washington, July 2.—A conference

WATERMELONS FOR EVERYBODY. 


Majou1 Thomas Has Twenty-Six 
loads on His Hands. 

Nashville, Tenn., July 2.—(Special.)\—The 
railway lines entering Nashville are begin- 
ning to feel the great strike Seriously. No 
through train has been run between this 
city and Chicago aince Saturday. « local 
tiain has been running botween. Nashville 
and Evansville, but the through train with 
sleepers has been discontinued for the pres- 
ent. So f@r there have been no changes in 
the trains on the other lines entering here, 
except that fewer freights are being run. 
But all of these lines are suffering more 
or less, both in the passenger and freight 
departments. 

Yesterday the Nashville, Chattanodea 
and St. Louis railway received at the depot 
here from southern Georgia and northern 
Florida twenty-six cars of watermelons, 
consigned to points beyond Cincinnati and 
St. Louis. The Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road pasitively refused to carry the ship-

ment and the result was that the Nashville, | 


Chattanooga and St. Louis railway has on 
hand twenty-six cars of watermelons. They 
are offering them at the depot at 8 rents 
aptece by the carload. As soon as the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railway 
people saw that they had this large consign- 
ment of perishable goods on hand they no- 
tified all their agents that no more ship- 
ments of live stock or any sort of perishable 
freight would be received for transporta- 
tion to any points beyond St. Louis, vans- 
ville, Louisville or Cincinnati. This will oc- 
easion a considerable loss to the road, as at 
this season a great deal of green produce is 
usually being etippes north:

THE TARIFF BILL MAY . PASS . TODAY 


Benators Are Anxious to Get Rid of I 
Welborn Colquitt Gets a Promo- 
tion—Dullin the House. 


- Washington, July 2.—(Special.)—This was 
a day of intense interest in the senate. It 
was the first of the closing days of the 
tariff fight in that body with the bill ber 
fore the senate proper. It was the last op- 
portunity for voting on the schedules. 

Sugar was the central point of attack. 
The schedule was held together, but it 
had a close shave. It was saved by a re- 
publican vote—Quay, of Pennsylvania. The 
first vote was on an amendment provid- 
ing for the repeal of the bounty on the day 
the bill goes. into effect instead of next 
January. It was offered by Senator Hill. 
Senators Irby, Coke, George and Pugh 
from the democratic side, voted fur it, as 
did the populists and republicans, and it 
carried. That settled it that the entire 
Sugar schedule’ would go into effect with 
the remainder of the bill. It was a partial 
knock-out for the trust. It led the oppo- 
nents of the trust sugar schedule to make 
a fight along the line, and but for Senator 
Quay deserting his republican colleagues 
and coming to the rescue of the democrats 
the sugar trust would have lost its dis- 
criminating duty. 

The fight was on an amendment offered 
by Senator Kyle to strike: from the bill the 
one-eighth of a cent differential duty on 
refined sugar. The adoption of Senator

In my annual 
report of 1893 to the city council, I used this 
sentence, ‘I recommend that the city physi- 
cian be required to be at the stockade every 
morning before the prisoners leave to ex- 
amine those complaining. This would re- 
lieve the superintendent of the stockade as 
well as make certain that no prisoner 
works while sick.’ I still think that this 
is needful, and, in my opinion, is the solu- 
tion of the whole question. If this physi- 
cian discovers that the party examined is 
weak from a long continued spree, or other- 
wise, he could order him left at the stock- 
ade, and do the little ‘needful things there. 
I do not believé that any man should be: 
made to do hard work after a long de- 
bauch, but should be required to do fhe 
light work about the stockade grounds’’ 

Mr. D. M. Vining, superintendent of the 
city stockade, had sometning to say about 
the matter last night. 

“As far as an investigation is concerned,”’ 
he said, “the stockade is open at all hours 
to any one who comes out there, and the 
public has, the privilege of looking into the 
affairs of the place at any time. I would 
be glad if an investigation is made, so that 
every one could see just how things are 
conducted. 

‘I am sure, however, that the remarks 
which have been made against the treat- 
ment of inebriates at the stockade have not 
been directed against the officers. It is the 
system which is at fault, and I recognize 
it.as much as any one else. Of course, the 
officers are compellei to do as the law 
directs. We cannot discriminate or show 
preferences. The system of sending habitual 
drunkards to the stockade is wrong. Ten 
days in the stockade means ten days of 
hard work, nothing else, and we must en- 
force the penaity. 

“There is no doubt about the fact that 
men are often sent out to the stockade who 
are totally unaccustomed to do manual 
labor. But the law must be observed, and 
it is our duty as officers of that law to 
enforce it. 

“IT sincerely wish that some place would 
be established for the benefit of those un- 
fortunates who are slaves to the whisky 
habit. It is a good suggestion that some 
establishment could be connected with our 
hospitals where inebriates—they can be call-

In his answer, Judge Talley positively de- 
nies these charges in detail and says the 
telegram he sent was to prevent the Skel- 
ton boys from killing Ross; that he had no 
knowledge whatever of their leaving Scotts- 
boro when they did, nor of their purpose. 
Only six witnesses were examined this af- 
ternoon. J. D. Langston, Joe Delzell, B. 
Sanders and J. D. Armstroug, of Stevenson, 


| gave in detail the circumstances surround- 


ing the killing of Ross. C. M. Houtoon and 
Lee Grider, of Hollywood, which is on the 
public road between Scottsboro and Steven- 
son, testified that they saw Ross pass there 
about 7 o’clock that morning in a closed 
hack and about two hours afterwards saw 
the Sk3lton boys in pursuit, armed and on 
horseback. The evidence today in no way 
whatever implicated Judge Talley. All this 
evidence is admitted subject to exceptions 
by the defendant, whtch will be argued and 
passed on by the court at the conclusion. 
About fifty witnesses will be examined.

| ‘Well Attended. 

Athens, Ga,, July z.—(Special.)}—The Geor- 
gia State Normal school will open_on 
Wednesday. 

Already more than a hundred teachers 
have signified their intention of taking the 
course, and everything gives promise for 
% Micwl Successiui session. 

The tuition is free and good board is 
furnished at Rock col.ege to all teachers 
for $3 per week. The college is situated 
on a beautiful hill about a mile from 
Athens, free from the noise and dust of 
the city, and surrounded, as it is, by a 
large grove of oak trees and fanned con- 
stantly by a cool, refreshing breeze, it pre- 
sents one of the most attractive resorts in 
the state for teachers, and these advantages 
as well as the normal training, make it 
exceedingly popular, * 

Lectures on popular themes are constantly 
furnished by professors of the University 
of Georgia who are present in the city. 
Evening concerts and occasional excursions 
to points of interest near Athens, like Tal- 
lulah Falls, are frequently indulged in, add- 
ing much to the pleasure of the teachers. 

The railroads offer a rate of 2 cents per 
mile to and from Athens to those who at- 
tend the normal. In Athens a special rate 
ts given the teachers on the _ electric car 
which passes the door every few minutes, 
and everything possible is done to make the 
expenses light. A great. number assert 
that it is cheaper for them to attend the 
college than to remain at home.

We take care of an insane 
man, although his own conduct may 
have made him insane. When a man 
is either permanently or temporarily a 
lunatic we do not send him to the chain- 
gang, even when it is known that his 
vices caused his insanity. 

Now, the habitual or periodical drink- 
er, or dipsomaniac, deserves in a modi- 
field way the treatment we give te the 
lunatic. It makes no difference whether 
he voluntarily or involuntarily eon- 
tracted his disability. He is helpleds to 
resist the temptation of drink and he is 
temporarily insane, not fit to be trusted 
alone, and yet no more deserving of pun- 
ishment than his brother lunatic. who 
goes to the asylum because his mental 
trouble is of longer duratien. 

Our laws should discriminate between 
the helpless inebriate and the strong 
man who gets drunk when it suits his 
pleasure, and not because he cannot 
help it. _Punish the latter when he vio- 
lates the law, but send the former to a 
hospital or some place where he will 
stand a chance of being cured. If under 
the law there is no provision for these 
unfortunates, let us change the law.

Many of the 
growers throughout southern Georgia are 
being forced to hold their melons in the 
fields and they are decaying on the vines, 
er will be if the strike lasts much longer. 
Others who had gathered thers have been 
forced to hold them and they are rotting 
on their hands. I understand that many se- 
rious complaints are coming from the melon 
men of the southern section of the state. 
You see this was their hope. They have 
made a good crop of melons this year and 
the traflic was great up till the striks. stop- 
ped it. Many carloads are now held on the 
tracks of the different lines leading from 
here to the northwest, and it would be 
folly to load any more unt! the strike is 
settied one way or the other. 

“Many of the melon growers of the south- 
ern part of the state had acres planted in 
the juicy fruit tnis year, They had put 
@ great deal of expense and labor on 


the crop and this will be no slight loss to 


them if they canfot ger tre melons off to 


market safely and speedily.” 


Mr. Collier does not seem to déverra*e the 
damage to the southern part of the state 
at all in these remarks. All of the rail- 
roads have refused to ship any meions 


Bince the strike was precipitated. The crop 
is a dead waste in the fields unless the 
roads can begin tu move their freight trains 
pretty soon. :

Mr. Charlten’s Experiences. 

Mr. E, T. Chariton, formerly general pas-

yesierday. He has just returned from Chi- 
Cago, and on his way back over the Monon 
route, he was on the train that was first 
Saken up by the strikers at Hammond, Ind. 

“We were stopped at 8 o’clock and had 


to stay right there on a sidetrack until the 
mext day at 11 o’clock,”’ said he. 


“About 1 o’clock at night I was waked 
in a hurry by the PuNman conductor of 
the car we were in and was told to get 
Out of bed. I did so, and there was no 
sleep for us that night. The strikers held 
up the engine by getting. in the cab and de- 
fying the. crew. They beat the fireman 
Over the head. 

“I don’t know whether the Pullman con- 
ductor feared the Pullman cars would be 
“burned or not, but he insisted upon our 
eetting out of bed. , 

“Trains all along the lines of the north- 
ern roads are being held up and the situa- 
tion in Chicago and thereabouts is pecu- 
liarly interesting.’ They all see that the 
strike is going to be a greater thing than 
they at first bargained for and they are 
very anxiously awaiting results. 

“fhe war was just fairly beginning, how-

OVER A BURNING TRETLE. 


The Engine Got Over All Right but 
Three Gars Went Down. 

Anniston, Ala, July 2.—(Splecial.)—The 
northbound passenger train which left here 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon on the Alabama 
Mineral railroad, ran into a burning tres- 
tle near Edmondson, two miles out ef town. 
The trestle was at the bottom of @ grade, 
just around a sharp curve. It was too late 
to stop the train when the fire was discov- 
ered. The engine and tender went across, 


but the express, mail and baggage cars fell 
in, pulling down two passenger coaches. 
All three were burned. Engineer W. R: 
Howden Fireman William Chastine and one 
or two others were hurt, but not fatally. 
The passengers escaped by the rear of the 
train unharmed. The fire is believed to 
have been caused by a spark from an en- 
gine, which passed over the trestle two 
hours before.

LACEWELL’S RAMBLING STATEMENT 


a Negro Sentenced to the Chaingang for 
Stabbing a Horse—Other Court- 
house Items of Interest. 


Less than six hours elapsed between 
the timetthat both sides in the case of the 
state against Lacewell for the shooting of 
Barrett, the mounted officer, announced 
open and the hour when the case was 
closed. 

The shooting of Patrolman Barrett by 
John Lacewell occurred upon the corner of 
Marietta and Broad streets at an hour 
jwhen these thoroughfares are usually 
crowded with people and it is no small 
wonder that some of the stray bullets did 
not strike more than one bystander and 
with effect more fatal. As it was Barrett 
received a bullet in his face which broke 
the jawbone and a man standing rear him 
was shot in the fleshy part Of the arm. 

At the time of the shooting it was gen- 
erally supposed that the shooting was the 
outcome of a quarrel which was said to 
have taken pjace between the two men, 
and which was followed by Lacewell’s re- 
porting that Orttficer Barrett was drunk 
Over the grocery stcre of a Marietta street 
merchant by the name of Karwisch. But 
since then the developments have been in 
a different direction. 

Detective Cason testified that he was in 
the room at the Karwisch store and that 
bees was plentiful. He testified also that 
Barrett and Mrs. Karwisch were present 
and drinking. During the drinking he says 
that Mrs. Karwisch drank some beer out 
of a dipper, but did not drink it all. In 
a playfu] mood she tossed the rest of the 
contents over Barrett's head. To this lit- 
tle jollity it seems Lacewell objected. 

This was the only new feature brought 
@ui. While there were no less than fifteen 
witnesses called for the defense, not one 
was introduced and Lacewell simply made 
his statement, the defense in this way se- 
curing the closing speech. In his state- 
ment Lacewell was exceedingly rambling 
an‘ covered a jot of unnecessary ground. 
He stated positvely that Barrett’s face was 
tuyned towards him when he began shoor 
ing. He also said that he was afraid of 
Barrett and that he knew threats had been 
made against him.: 

Policeman Barrett reviewed to a certain 
extent the previous trouble and said that 
he did not see Lacewell when he began 
shooting. The other witnesses for the state 
Were as named: 

Thomas Barrer, the patrolman; Detective 
Cason, Start Thomason, ot the Atlanta 
Consolidated; Oscar Mims, Eugene Couch 
and J. D. Ransom. 

The witnesses for the state testified 
that Barrett did not have his face- turned 


towards Lacewell when he began shooting.. 


Starter Thomason testified that Lacewell 
had come up to where Barrett wus stand- 
ing talking with him’ and that Barrett 
asked Lacewell why he wanted to report 
him. He made no threats except that they 
would even up some time. Thomason also 
geaid that Lacewell went away and came 
back again in about ten minutes, when 
the shooting began. 

There was no trouble in securing a jury 
and the following named jurors were em- 
paneled: C. B. Crenshaw, W.H. Burroughs, 
William R. Wilson, John N. Heintz, S. H. 
Weaver, 8S. N. Truitt, H. T. Huff, W. L. 
Clower, L. J. Wijlbanks, J. T. Paden, W. 
E. Wood, William Bratton and N. 8. Cul- 
pepper. 

Messrs. W. I. Heywood and J. E. Robin- 
gon represent Lacewell and will put up a 
eplendid defense. Solicitor Hill is con- 
ducting the prosecution. 

Sentenced for Stabbing a Horse. 


John Terrell, a negro, was sentenced to 
the county chaingang for four months 
and given the privilege of paying a fine 
of $25 instead for the malicious stabbing 
of a horse some time ago on Courtland 
street. The testimony, which was undis- 
puted, went to show that Terrel] was stand- 
ing on the sidewalk and as a man. came 
by driving a horse he rushed out and began 
to cut at the animal and succeeded in 
driving his Knife blade into the horse’s 
front quarter up .o the bone. 

Terrell’'s defense was that he knew noth- 
ing about~the occurrence until told about 
it. He said that he was drunk at the 
time and that he remembered absolutely 
nothing about his behavior. He said that 
he felt the spirit of Christianity in him. 
was exceedingly sorry of his offense and 
hoped that he would be forgiven and a 
very small sentence. put upon him. The 
sentence already mentioned was given him 
by Judge Westmoreland. 

A Wholesale Chicken Stealer. 

Eighteen months in the chaingang or the 
alternative of a very jarge fine was the 
reward of Lud Ward for going into the 
chicazen stealing business on a wholesale 
scale. There were seven indictments against 
Ward and he was tried and convicted upon 
two. He stole two coops of chickens from 
a wholesale merchant. 

Filed a Suit Against the Railroad. 

Mrs. M. E. Ehlers, through her attorneys, 
Arnold & Arnold, filed a suit for $15,000 
damages yesterday against the Atlanta and 
West Point road for the killing of her hus- 
band, Augustus Ehlers. Mr. Ehlers was 
crossing the double tracks, having just 
gotten off the outgoing train, and was 
killed by the incoming passenger. The acci- 
dent occurred just a week ago. The allega- 
tions are that it was cusiomary for the 
passengers to cross the track at that point 
and that the road should have exercised 
more care. 

For Slapping a Woman. 

B. G. Dunton; charged with assault and 
battery, was sentenced to serve a term in 
the chaingang or pay a fine. The evidence 
was that he slapped a woman while in a 
very angry mood.

nut either a necessary or a proper purty 
defendant to the.action; ana as to him the 
petition sets forth no cause of action, iegal 
or equitabie, there being against the aa- 
ministrator no charge of waste Or mismai- 
agement nor of any dealing with the as- 
Sets of the estate, except the placing of 
them, together with all his own eijécts, in 
the custody of the co-detendant, indi this 
not being alleged to be wrongful, fraudu- 
lent or hurtful to the plaintiff, or done with- 
out her consent. 

2. The co-defendant of the administrator 
being a non-resident in the county in which 
the suit was brought, and the or nal pe- 
tition setting forth no cause of action as to 
him, jurisdiction over him in that ceunty 
could not, if at all, be obtained by an 
amendment made to the petition avter the 
death of the administrator, tne resident 
defendant, and before making his legal rep- 
resentative a party.

Autrey v. Autrey. Before judge €mith. 

Milton superior court. 

1. Where land is rented for one year with- 
out any conveyance of an interest in the 
land itself, the right to possession and use 
for the year is disposed of, but under sec- 
tion 2279 of the code, no estate whatever 
passes- out of the landlord into the tenant. 
On the death of the landlord intestate, with- 
in the year, the land descends to his heirs 
encumbered with the right of possession 
previously disposed of by their ancestor to 
his tenant. hey acquire no right to the 
possession and consequently have no title, 
merely as heirs, to the rent accruing for 
tht year, whether the crops were planted 
betore or after their, ancestor’s death. "The 
rent is personalty, and the right to collect 
ana distribute is in the personal representa- 
tive of the descendant. 

2. As to lands left by the intestate with 
the right of possession and use undrsposd 
of, the heirs take not only the land itself 
but the-right to immediate possession sub- 
ect to the quarantine and dower rights 

the widow, if: any, and _ to the 
pewer of the administrator to administer 
according to law. If there are no cred- 
itors and the administrator rents out the 
land, the accruing rents, when not needed 

oO pay the expenses of administration, be- 
iong to the heirs as such, although the 
kgal right to collect is in the administrat- 
or, He is a mere trustee for them. 

3s. A conveyance by an heir to a purchaser 
of all his interest in the land of tne estate, 
which is silent both as to rents and the 
time of giving possession, passes no title 
to rent to become due from tenants who, 
at the date of the conveyance are Occup yius 
for the year in which the-intestate died, 
if such tenants occupy under contracts with 
the intestate himself; but if they occupy 
under contracts with the adminisirator, it 
is otherwise unless creditors or the expenses 
of administration are unsatisfied. Wiere 
the heir, as su-h, would be entitied to money 
collected by the administrator on account 
of rent had he retained title to the land, 
his unconditional vendee will suéceed to 
this right as to rents accrued and collected 
after the change of ownership.
